, -The ammeter will quickly show 
whether a flickering light is due to a 
loose connection or a short circuit. tite 
when the light ‘goes out, the ammeter 
. reading is reduced. the cause is a loose 
connection. Qn the contrary, if the 
reading is increased, the trouble is 
produced by a short circuit. 

If a dead light is caused by a short 
circuit this fact ‘will be indicated by 
'the ammeter which wijl show dis- 
charge even after the bulb is removed 
But if the dead light is due to a broken 
connection, o~ a loose connection, no 
indication will appear on the ammeter 
even when the bulb is in place. 
| Perhaps the simplest way to locate 
the short circuit is to disconnect the 
wires in the circuit one by one, rub 
bing the disconnected end over its ter- 


| minal so that it will give a spark if

Copless traffic jams—traffrc tangles 
where there are no traffic officers. at 
hand—are causing at lot. of trouble 
and worry to motor car drivers 
throughout the United States, as wel) 
as to pedestrians. 

It is the reckless and heedless driver 
who “busts” into an intersection ‘with 
no thought whatsoever of ‘how madly 
he may tangle up automobile travel. 
He’s a strange type of “nut”, who op- 
erates his car with no thought of the 
other fellow, and with absolutely no 
thought for the general welfare of 
motoring conditions. 

Amalyze a traffic jam and you find— 
what? You sneak into the jumble 
bound that you’re going to get through 
somehow, The other fellow has the 
same idea, ‘hence when an opening oc- 
curs in front of your radiator you 
close it up—or the other fellow beats 
you to it, with the result that traffic 
is more tightly locked than ever. Or 
maybe’ you're a polite cuss:and let 
the other fellow take advantage of the 
opening. And the other fellow does 
that little thing and be dammed _ to 
your politeness—and you're tied in a 
knot with forty other cars. 

The Golden Rule isn’t working these 
modern days and yet the Golden Rule 
is the only thing that can ever cure— 
or hope to cure—a traffic jam. 

If you are going to turn to the right 
then edge over near to the curb on 
your right hand. If you are going tc 
turn to the left, then edge over to- 
ward the left of your side of the 
street, and if you are going straight 
ahead over the intersection, then’ steer 
a middle course. 

A lot of bad traffic tangles are 

caused by motorists trying to make 
their turns from the wrong positidn. 
Just keep in mind when you approach 
a busy intersection that you should 
come up to it in the right position 
and then you will not cross in front 
of ther people who are also trying 
to reach their -destination.

In accordance with the terms of the Municipal Hospital's 


Act, 


for the creation’ of a Municipal Hospitat District including the 
ritory described below. 
Complying with these petitions, the Minister of Health established 
Municipal Hospital District on July 26th 1926. Following the 
of the District,.the Municipal Councils in the — said 
in accordance with the.terms of the Act, duly appointed a 
Hosptial Board to*prepare a scheme for the building and operating of a 
Hospital in the said district.

Municipal District No. 392-—Comprising Townships 42 and 43, in 
Ranges, 4, 5 and 6, excepting that portion within the Buffalo Park Re 
serve. 

All of Municipal District No.-422 

Municipal District No. 423—Comprising Townshigs 44, 45 and 46 
in Ranges 7 and 8 excepting that portion within the Buffalo Park Re- 
serve, 3 

Municipal District No. 452—All that portion of Township 47, in 
Rangcs 4, 5 ard 6 South of the Battle River, °° ey 

The basis of the scheme is as follows: 

1. To accept as a free gift from the Town of Wainwright, or purchase, 
a suitable site subject to the approval of the Minister of Health, at or 
near the. Town of Wainwright. 

2.. To erect a Municipal Hospital, a duplicate of the Innisfail Hospital 
as near as may. be, and to equip the same with an operating room and 
all necessary appliances. 

3.. To supplement the revenue derived from taxation by a schedule of 
fees as under.—
